an identifier of an accessibility tool that is necessary for compensating for a disability of 
a user of the client device, and wherein the request is directed to a first content provider 
that provides first content :

determining an amount of funds to be transferred to the supplier of the 
accessibility tool.

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6. (Original) The method of claim I, wherein the accessibihty tool is one or more of 
automatic speech recognition, a screen reader, and an intelligent agent. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising storing an indicator of at 
least one of a supplier of the requested content^ the requested content^ the accessibility 
tool, and the user. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising determining if a supplier of 
the accessibility tool is to be paid for use of the accessibility tool; and 

transferring funds to the supplier of the accessibility tool if the supplier is to be 
paid for use of the accessibility tool. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, further comprising calculating an amount of 
the funds to be transferred to the supplier based on contractual terras agreed to by the 
supplier. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the contractual ternis are retrieved 
from an agreement database. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the identifier of the 
accessibility tool includes an identifier of a user, and^w herein detennining the 
accessibility tool includes looking-up [[an]] the identifier of the user in a registered user 
directory.

(Currently amended) The computer program product of claim 12, further 
comprising fi4th seventh instructions for storing an indicator of at least one of a supplier 
of the requested content, the requested content, the accessibility tool, and the user.
